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Extracts from Hew Pooks. 


LITERARY MADMEN. 

Histoire Litteraire des Fous, (History of Literary Madmen,) is the 
title of a somewhat curious book recently published by M. Delepierre of 
Paris. In the commencement, the author remarks, that the biograph- 
ical history of literary madmen, or “ mad literary men,” is, if properly 
executed, a more extensive undertaking than would, at first thought, be 
supposed. The difficulty turns upon the precise definition of the word 
madman. What are the qualifications absolutely indispensable to con- 
stitute madness? “ Great wit,” we know, “is oft to madness near al- 
lied: ’ and the line of demarcation between them is in not a few cases, 
so wavering and undefined as to be almost, if not entirely, impercepti- 
ble. If habitual liability to hallucinations of a more or less intense and 
abnormal! nature be held to be sufficient to quality a man for the desig- 
nation of madman, then many meu of the most illustrious reputation 
were undoubtedly mad. The names of Pythagoras, Numa Pompilius and 
Mahomet will at once suggest themselves as cases in point. Pascal used 
always to carry about with him a mystic amulet, in the form of a strip 
of paper covered with writing, which was found after his death sewn up 
in his garments; and M. Lelut, a member of the institute, has written a 
treatise on the subject, in which he shows that this great man was to a 
certain extent mad. ‘The same gentleman has further written another 
boek in which, according to M. Delepierre, he has establisled ** calmly 
and scientifically ” that what is called the demon of Socrates must be 
regarded as nothing else than a state of ecstacy, a momentary madness. 
A further difficulty arises from the fact that no definite conclusion can 
be drawu from the coherence or extravagances of a literary production, 
as to the sanity or insauvity of its authors. 


M. Delepierre quotes several] pieces of poetry written by inm ites of 


asylums, many of which are quite as good as much that is published as 


poetry at the present day; and it is notorious that, during an access of 


insanity, the patient not unfrequently breaks out into a strain of lofty 
eloquence or true poetic imagination, the like of which he is, in his sane 
mowents, utterly unable to produce. It is not, perhaps, so generally 
known thatthe converse of this fact is no less true; and that men who 
are usually remarkable for the lucidity and elegance of their style, are 
liable to occasional outbursts of incoherence, which would do no dis- 
credit to the most accomplished professional lunatic. M. Delepierre 
cites the case of a pliysician at New York, who, having just terminated 
a long and difficult investigation, which required for its accomplishment 
the fullest exercise of the highest mental powers, signalized its comple- 
tion by writing to his sister in the following terins: 

“ My Dear Sister: As the Cedars of Lebanon have been walking 
through Edgeworth Forest so long, you must have concluded that I have 
returned to the upper world; but I am still in purgatory for James 
Polk’s sins, which, if they do not end in smoke, surely have as good a 
chance of beginning that way, as the ideas begin to shoot; for if Thomas 
had not left his trank on the cart at the dép6t, our shades would have 
been a deuced sight nearer to Land’s End, than Dr. Johnson said they 
would, by the time the Yarkees rebelled,” ete. 

In order, therefore, to reduce a subject so extensive to something 
like practicable dimensions, M. Delepierre continues his attention in the 
present essay to the cases of authors, who have either been actually shut 
up in lunatic asylums, or who have at least, shown themselves, by uni- 
versal consent, to be amply qualified for this distinction. The instances 
which he cites are, for the most part, those of men whose names are not 
generally known, and whose sole claim to distinction appears to rest upon 
their exceeding madness, 

Under the head of theological madmen, he seems inclined to place 
the anthors of those devotional works, with singularly practical titles, 
which were so common in the times of the Puritans, of which Baxter's 
Hooks and Eyes for Believers’ Breeches is a familiar example; and he 
gives the titles of two French works of the same class, which are certain- 
ly not less racy and characteristic, and at the same time are less gen- 
erally known, La Seringue Spirituelle pour les ames constipees, en devo- 
tion, and La Tobatiere Spirituelle pour fuir eternuer les ames devotes. 
A certain Geoffroy Vallée showed his insanity in a manner very un- 
usual in the age in which he lived, by having a shirt for every day in 
the year, and by always sending his linen to be washed in Flanders, ina 
spring famous for the limpidity of its water. As ifthis were not enough, 
he must needs write an incoherent book on theology, which, says M. 
Delepierre, was burnt, together with its author, on February 9th, 1574. 
Descending to the present century, we find one J. A. Soubira, who found 
a mysterious and irresistible attraction in the number 666, and published, 
among other works, a pamphlet having this number for its sole title, 
consisting of eighteen stanzas of five lines each, ‘the favorite number 
being repeated at the end of each line, 

Under the head of literary madmen, we have mentioned one Thomas 
Bishop, the author of a drama which was printed in London in 1811 
with the title, “ Koranzzo’s Feast; or, the Unfair Marriage: a tragedy 

founded on facts, 2366 years ago, and 555 years before the birth of 





Christ.” Among the dramatis personw are the King of Babylon, the 
King of Persia, Lord Strawberry, Doctor Pill, Madam Hector, four 
queens, three savages, and five ghosts. The stage directions for the final 
scenes are as follows: * One side of the stage represents a forest, part of 
which is in darkness. ‘Two sofas, and the appearance of a clock. Three 
savages in the distance.” This piece was, unfortunately, never played, 
having been rejected, according to Mr. Bishop, in consequence of * some 
error.” 

Of philosophical madmen, one of the most remarkable was Thomas 
Wirgman, a goldsmith of London. He was, certainly, very mad. He 
spent a fortune of £50,000 in publishing his works. They were printed 
on paper made exclusively for the purpose, each leaf being of a different 
color; and whenever any particular tint did not please him, he at once 
cancelled the sheet in which it occurred. Among other celebrated lit- 
erary madmen discussed in this book, we find the name of Cruden, the 
author of the Concordance, who was partially insane at the time of writ- 
ing his great work, and finally died a maniac.

American Geneatoetes.—Mr. J. Munsell, of Albany, proposes to issue as 
soon as subscriptions will warrant it, a descriptive catalogue of American 
Genealogies, prepared by W. II. Whitmore, Esq., one of the Publishing Com- 
mittee of the New England Historical and Genealogical Register. It is observed 
in the Prospectus, that “as this Department of History has employed the 
time of so many able writers, and since the nature of the publications has in 
many instances enforced a very limited circulation of them, he has been led 
to believe that his project will be of service to all interested in the study of 
Genealogy, by informing them of the extent and relative value of the works 
already issued, and by pointing out the defects or advantages of the different 
methods of compilation already in use. In many cases, authors unaware of 
the large number of Genealogies already issued, have felt diftident about 
permitting a wide circulation of their books; and in others, a knowledge of 
what information was attainable would have been a great assistance. The 
number of Family Histories is now more than one hundred and fifty, exclu- 
sive of sheet pedigrees and collective works. A great proportion ‘of these 
have been issued privately and are wanting on the shelves of our largest Li- 
braries; they have been increasing since 1886, and have issued from various 
localities from Portland to New Orleans. It will be evident that the forma- 
tion of a complete collection is now possible only under the most favorable 
circumstances, and that in a few years it will be impossible, unless care is 
taken to record the results of past labor, As the interest in this science is 
rapidly increasing, the Publisher believes that the merits of this enterprise 
will meet a favorable attention, and that he will be sustained in his attempt 
to do thoroughly a work which has been too long delayed.”

The almost complete dearth of literary news is an embarrassment which 
we share at least with our contemporaries.

The letter from a Country Bookseller on the subject of the sale of Dr. 
Pusey’s works, which we inserted in our last number, has brought upon us a 
voluminous correspondence. Our correspondents generally agree in con- 
demning the course complained of; but the following letter adds another 
view of the subject :—* Your correspondent, a *‘ Country Bookseller,’ in eall- 
ing attention to the announcement attached to the first part of Dr. Pusey’s 
Commentary, offering to supply clergymen and others (not booksellers) ap- 
plying direetly to Dr. Pusey, at the rate of 14s. 6d. for four quarterly ds. 
parts, post free, has omitted to add that the work is charged by Dr. Pusey’s 
publishers, Messrs. J. H. Parker & Co., to the booksellers at 4s, per copy. 
The ordinary routine of trade is thus reversed, and an opportunity offered to 
the public of supplying their booksellers with Dr. Pusey’s work, and realizing 
a rate of profit on the transaction exceeding that which ‘clergymen and the 
public’ are still charitable enough to allow the retail trade.” The anomaly 
here pointed out is certainly striking, and we can hardly think that either 
Dr. Pusey or his publishers are quite aware of it. The suggestion, however, 
of another correspondent, that the trade ought to retaliate by not exposing 
any of Dr. Pusey’s works for sale, is one that we cannot recommend. We 
have no doubt, now the ease is clearly stated, some remedy less violent will 
speedily be found.

Waker, Wise & Co. have got out a new work by Mrs. Dall, author of 
“ Woman's Right to Labor.” It is entitled * Historical Pictures Retouched : 
a Volume of Miscellanies.” It contains papers on “ Aspasia: What may be 
truly said for her, rather than what has been said against her ;” “ Ilypatia: 
a Sketch and a Review: the Ilistorie Fact, and a Protest against the Fictitious 
Aspersion ;” “The Countess Matilda ;” ‘ Cassandra Fedele ;” ‘‘ The Women 
of the House of Montefeltro;” “The Women of Bologna;” “The Contribu- 
tions of Women to Medieal Science; ” “ Marie Cunitz, the Mathematician ; ” 
“ Madame De Stael;” “ Margaret Fuller,” and “The Great Lawsuit; Mary 
Astell, Mary Woolstonecraft, Margaret Fuller.”

Ticknor & Frecps issue a new volume by Sanuel Smiles, author of “ Self- 
Help,” and “ Life of George Stephenson,” entitled “ Brief Biographies.” The 
volume is made up of sketches of thirty-five most interesting and popular 
characters of various professions and publie position, The author in a note 
to this work observes that he ‘has pleasure in offering to the American pub- 
lic, through the medium of the Messrs. Ticknor & Fields—at whose request 
the co!lection has been made—the following brief Biographies, many of 
which have been published by him at variovs times in English periodicals, 
in the hope that their perusal will be found not without some instruction 
and interest.” The volume contains several elegant steel portraits. They 
also publish “ Over the Cliffs,” by Charlotte Chanter. 
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J. B. Livetycorr & Co, favor us with “ Rienzi, the Last of the Roman Tri- 
bunes” and “Leila; or, the Siege of Granada;” and * Calderon, the Cour- 
tier,” the first in 2 vols., and the last two in 1 vol., forming part of their new 
and elegant library edition of the works of Sir Edward Ed Lytton, the 
various volumes of which are got up in exceedingly neat style, clearly printed 
on delicately tinted paper. Also, a new edition of “ Quodlibet, containing 
some Annals thereof, with an Authentic Account of the Origin and Growth 
of the Borough, and the Sayings and Doings of sundry of the Townspeople, 
interspersed with Sketches of the most remarkable and distinguished Charac- 
ters of that place and its vicinity, by Solomon Secondthoughts, Schoolmaster, 
from original MSS. indicted by him, and now made publie at the request and 
under the patronage of the great New-light Democratic Central Committee 
of Quodlibet.” This work by the Hon, John P. Kennedy, was first published 
in 1840, and to this new edition after a lapse of twenty years he affixes an 
introduction, a portion of which we extract : ‘These annals were first pub- 
lished in 1840. They reappear after an interval of twenty years. In that 
interval the old questions which inflamed the zeal and sharpened the wit of 
parties have totally disappeared from the political field: the parties them- 
eelves have fermented into new compounds, and lost all cognizable identity. 
Old warriors, who dealt mortal blows on each other’s sconce, have sunk to 
sleep in the same truckle-bed, and have waked up in mutual surprise to find 
themselves in each other’s arms, with a new flag above them, and new and 
unaccustomed voices giving the word of command. The youth who have 
grown up to manhood in the mean time, and have come to be conspicuous in 
the conduct of public affairs, compose a distinct generation, as unconscious of 
the events, the interests, and sentiments of twenty years ago as of those of 
remote antiquity. These not only reject the traditions and teachings of the 
past, but repudiate and ignore the whole scheme of social and political opin- 
ion of the men who have gone before them, disdaining to adopt their maxims 
of government, their policy, their forbearance, their toleration, or their affee- 
tious, They inaugurate a new era of new principles, new purposes, new 
powers, new morals, and, alas! of new hatreds. May it not serve a good 
turn toward arresting this torrent of innovation, to present to the leisure 
meditation of those who are embarking upon its stream, a few memorials of 
a bygone day, quite as distinguished as the present for the intensity of its 
political ardors and the absurdity of its excesses, but, fortunately, more harm- 
less and amiable in its temper? Is it not worth while to attempt, by these 
playful sketches of the past, to lure the angry combatants into a smile, and, 
by showing them the grotesque retribution which history inflicts upon dis- 
tempered Pp irties after a few decades of oblivion, to beguile them into some 
consideration of the predicament in which they may leave their own re- 
nown! May not a!l sober-minded lovers of their country contemplate with 
some profit the morale of a picture—even as light and extravagant as this— 
which represents the engrossments of parties who fancied that the destinies 
of a great nation hung upon the plots and counterplots of their busy ferment 
—which engrossments, with all their concomitant gravities and glorifications, 
twenty years have shriveled into the dimensione of a pleasant farce—a little 
stage imbroglio of comic conceits and fussy nothings ¢” 


Waker, Wisk & Co. publish a new, revised and improved edition of 
“The New Testament, translated from the Original Greek, with Chronologi- 
eal Arrangement of the Sacred Books, and Improved Divisions of Chapters 
and Verses,” by Leicester Ambrose Sawyer, who says: *‘ This is not a work 
of compromises, or of conjectural interpretations of the sacred Scriptures, but 
a strict literal rendering. It neither adds nor takes away; but aims to ex- 
press the original with the utmost clearness, and force, and with the utmost 
precision, It adopts however, except in the prayers, a thoroughly modern 
style, and makes freely whatever changes are necessary for this purpose. 
Besides being a contribution to Biblical Science, it is designed to be a still 
more important contribution to practical religion, for which the Bible in its 
original languages and in all its translations is chiefly valuable. The trans- 
lation depends mainly on its superior adaptation to this end, under the bless- 
ing of God, for its success and usefulness, If it shall be found on trial to be 
a superior instrument of piety and virtue, it will doubtless meet with favor 
The ascendency of practical religion is not so general or com- 
plete, that any additional help for its promotion can be deemed unneces- 
sary.”
